Views in Letter to 


Brooks Hays

LrtTLE ROCK—Brooks Hays, Dem, 


ocratic national commiUceman for Ar- 
kansas, made public Friday, night a 
personal letter from President Roose- 
velt in which the president endorsed 
a proposed constitutional amendment 
to be voted on in the Arkansas No- 
vember general election to abolish the 
state poll tax as a requisite for vot- 
i?ig. 


He released the letter after the pres- 


ident In a press conference at Hyde 
Park expressed emphatic opposition 
to state poll taxes, saying they dis- 
enfranchised 
largo portions of the 


population. 


President Roosevelt said in his let- 


ter that he was not advising the voters 
of Arkansas "how to vote on this 
question" but added "there is no 
reason under the sun why I should 
not talk about an important general 
principal that applies under our consti- 
tutional form of government in every 
state in Die union." 


Text of President's Letter 


The letter follows: 
"Dear Brooks: 
"Thank you for your interesting let- 


ter about the proposal to repeal the 
Holl tax, 


"I think we should all remember 


that free sufragc has come in almost 
every state after a long struggle. At 
the time of adoption of the Federal 
Constitution some form of properly 
qualification was a prerequisite for 
voting—and 
in 
some 
states 
this 


amounted to a denial of the privilege 
Of voting to a large proportion of the 
adult male population of the state. 


"Gradually, through the years, state 


after state abolished 
the 
require- 


ment of owning real estate or of own- 
ing an equivalent amount of some 
other kind of property. Then came 
. efforts .to restrict the A-nnqhi^ by .the 
imposition of poll taxes. 


"I am glad to know that there is 


such a general move in those states 
which still have them to repeal them 
altogether. They are inevitably con- 
trary to the fundamental democracy 
and its representative form of govern- 
ment in which we believe. 


"The imposition of a poll tax which 


prevents a large number of otherwise 
qualified men and women from voting 
is not far removed from the effort of 
some people in the state of Maine two 


. years ago to prevent men and women 


who, 
through no fault of their own, 


were receiving relief from voting be- 
cause of an old law that denied the 
vote lo people in poor houses. 


"I am, of course, not advising the 


voters of the state of Arkansas how 


" to vote on this question—but there is 


no reason under the sun why I should 
not talk about an important general 
principle that applies under our con- 
stitutional form of government in 
every stale in the union." 


"Very sincerely yours, 
"Franklin D. Roosevelt." 


"Negro Vote Not Involved." 


The president elaborated upon these 


comments during the press conference 
at (Hyde Park. 


Mr. Roosevelt told his press confer- 


ence poll taxes apparently wore the 
outgrowth of requirements during the 
post-revolutionary war 
period 
that 


citizens own property 
before they 


could vote. 


Discussing the poll tax situation, the 


president made reference to his letter 
to Mr. Hays. He asserted his views 
did not pertain particularly to any 
one state. In some states, he added, 
a good many citizens still are denied 
the right to vole because Ihey can nol 
pay poll taxes. 


Many states have been gelling away 


from Ihe poll lax, Ihe chief execulivc 
continued. 


He said thai Virginia, for instance, 


has a high poll tax which disqualified 
one-third of the qualified white vot- 
ers of the state. 


The president said the qucstion*of 


poll laxes has nothing to do with the 
question of negroes voting. The latter 
problem, he asserted, should be con- 
sidered separately. 


The imposition of poll taxes, the 


president said, is in the same catc- 
E"ry as a movement he said had been 
launched by ladies in New Jersey to 
keep those on the relief rolls from 
voting. The president told reporters 
they could put the word "ladies" in 
quo lull on marks. 


If carried to its logical conclusion, 


Mr. Roosevelt continued, the poll tax 
requirement might be changed to re- 
quire a person lo have a college de- 
gree-before voting.

STRASBOURG—Like two monstrous 


freight trains loaded with dynamite 
moving toward a collision are the 
great German and French war ma- 
chines as they roll toward each other 
to their respective 
Rhine 
border 


strongholds—the French Maginot line 
and the new and still uncompleted 
German Siegfried line which opposes 
it. Germany pours thousands of men 
into 
her steel and concrete forts. 


France matches her moves in the chess 
game of international intimidation. 
Europe, 
fearful 
bystander, watches 


with eyes centered on the unexciting- 
looking bridge thai links French Slras- 
bourg to German Kehl, where Chan- 
cellor Hitler recently swooped down 
for a surprise visit. 


It is an ordinary vehicular and pe- 


destrian bridge over the Rhine. Stras- 
bourg proper is not on the Rhine, but 
its extensive suburbs are. The Rhine 
here serves as the frontier between 
Germany and 
that part of France 


formerly known as Alsace. 


About two years ago, when Hitler 


tore up tine Versailles Treaty clause 
which forbade German troops in the 
Rhine region, he marched liis regi- 
ments into barracks all along that 
famous stream. My photographer took 
a picture of the only busy bridge be- 
tween Strasbourg and Kehl. There 
was not a soul on the structure. 


Mujflnol LJue Extended 


The other day 1 strolled out there. 


Nearby, on the French side, were vis- 
ible several ficldgray mushroom-like 
bumps. They arc part of the famous 
Maginot Line of fortifications which 
the French construct^ I at a cost of 
two billion dollars. Originally the line 
extended from the Swiss frontier to 
the Belgian. Now the French have 
extended il to cover the Swiss and 
Belgian frontiers also, lest the Germans 
attempt to flank the Maginot Line by 
crashing through cither Belgium o'r 
Switzerland. 


At the entrance to the Rrine bridge 


itself I was stopped by a courteous 
French army officer. 
There were 


French 
soldiers all around. At Ihe 


entrance lo the bridge there was a 
field-gray metal contraption. Maybe it 
contains guns. Maybe il is a device to 
blow up the bridge. 
No questions 


were asked. None was allowed. 


The French officer told me nobody 


is allowed to set foot on the bridge 
Germany-ward unless he lias ;\ pass- 
port with a French visa'to allow him 
to leave French territory and a Ger- 
man visa to allow him to enter German 
territory. The French are not keen 
to have spies mooching about. The 
Germans are so busy fortifying their 
side of the Rhine that they don't want 
any witnesses. So—as the photograph- 
er found it two years ago—again Ihis 
day 1 found the bridge absolutely 
empty of traffic.

CHICAGO.—l/P)—The nation's major 


railroads served notice Friday night 
Iliat. a 15 per tent cut for llier 929,000 
employes would go into effect at 12:01 
a. m. 'Saturday, October 1. 


The workers, who refused to accept 


Iho reduction in a .series of conferences, 
arc taking a nation-wide strike vote. 
The results of the referendum prob- 
ably will be announced here on Sep- 
tember 25. 


"The refusal of the employes to 


agree to a wage reduction in negotia- 
tion or mediation proceedings and 
their rejection of arbitration leave the 
railroads now with but one method of 
reducing wages under the law—lo 
make the reduction effective, "the car- 
riers Joint Conference 
Committee 


announced 
in a formal statement. 


"This will be done at the earliest date 
permitted by the law." 


The "earliest date" in this case is 


one minute after midnight on October 
1 since the Railway Labor Act stipu- 
lales no change in pay rates can be 
made for 30 days after the termina- 
tion of mediation hearings. The Na- 
tional Mediation Board's attempt to 
settle the dispute ended August 31. 


Under the law several stops could 


be taken to forestall a wage cut and a 
walkout until December 1, at least. If 
and when the 19 brotherhoods set a 
dale for a strike, President Roosevelt 
could name a tact-finding commission 
which would huve 30 days to make its 
report.

the fore, and before long sales of has 
flour were up 250 per cent. Then came 
the idea which led to the unsuspected 
goal of politics. A group of jobless 
musicians came to O'Daniel with an 
idea for a radio program advertising 
his flour. The idea was to intersperse 
hillbilly and other favored sentimental 
songs with blurbs about his flour, 
which O'Daniel would write person- 
ally.

Hope Wins Contest 


In concluding the election contest 


Friday afternoon Circuit Judge Bush 
ruled that of 509 votes questioned by 
Washington, 173 were good and valid 
votes—leaving Hope's net loss 336, 
Tliis reduced Hope's final total to 
1,704—or 119 more than the required 
1,585 
(a majority of last year's poll 


tax book, which total was 3,169). 


Judge Bush found that 118 of the 


challenged voters had assessed their 
poll taxes personally, but permitted 
them to be paid by someone else; and 
55 had paid their taxes personally after 
having them assessed by someone else, 
The judge ruled that where the tax- 
payer had personally done one or th§ 
other he or she was eligible to vote. 


After sustaining these 173 votes,. 


Hope attorneys did not go into the 
eligibility of the remaining 336 chal- 
lenged votes—since Hope already had 
a winning margin of 119. 


The victory ended a contest thct 


began immediately after the countv • •• 
seat election June 11, and which haJ 
been on trial in circuit court at Hopq 
city hall since Monday, August 22.

N THESE days of depression, class antagonism and the 
threat of war, try to imagine a country where— 


There is a solid business boom that has brought indus- 


trial production 50 per cent above the 1929 level. 


Unemployment is at a minimum, and the national in- 


come can buy 25 per cent more than ever before. 


There is a "new deal" which has the hearty co-operation 


of business, which has scared no single industrialist or finan- 
cier, and which is able to carry on a great spending program 
without piling up debt for future generations to pay. 


There is no armaments race on, and the people are not 


living under the fear of war. 


All of this sounds rather unreal and fantastic for the 


year 1938, yet such a country does exist, and the way it op- 
erates can readily be examined by anyone who has a few hun- 
dred dollars for steamship fare.

TTHE country is Sweden. 
lv' " As a foundation for its immunity from economic dis- 
aster, Sweden (according to a recent survey in Fortune 
Magazine) has these four things: 


General acceptance by capital and. government of a 


stable wage rate. 


- Consumer co-operatives which prevent soaring prices in 


boom-time, and so prevent a subsequent collapse. 


Legal regulation of agricultural prices so that neither 


farm income nor food prices fluctuate violently. 


A government bank which is committed to the main- 


tenance of low interest rates. 


Beyond this, it has a government whcih uses the "pump 


priming" scheme regularly—but which does it with a dif- 
ference. It begins to pour out money at the first sign of de- 
pression—yet deficits so incurred are charged against the 
follbwing years at the rate of 20 per cent a year until they 
are paid. In good times, the government spends little and 
taxes highly; in bad times it spends much and taxes little. 
Thus, when private enterprise falters, the government can 
keep the ball rolling until the pickup comes. 
* * * 


ALL OF this, of course, represents a determined and intel- 
IrVligent attempt to make both capitalism and democracy 
work. But it stands for more than that. It indicates a willing- 
ness—on the part of labor, capital and politics—to be realis- 
tic, to make compromises, to sink selfish interests in the larger 
good. 


Whether what would work for Sweden, with its 6,000,000 


inhabitants, would work for the United States, with its 120,- 
000,000, is perhaps a question. Probably no exact paralleling 
'of the Swedish program would be possible here. But the 
example is well worth studying, even so, as an indication that 
a solution of modern problems is possible.

For kitchens, experts in ven- 
tilation recommend now the use of an 
exhaust fan attached to a wall open- 
ing near the ceiling or to the upper 
half of a window, as near as possible 
to the stove. 


Finally, good ventilation provides 


for prevention of .smoke, dust, and 
gases in the air. In cities these may 
be a hazard to health, though there 
seems as yet no conclusive evidence to 
show direct damage to health from 
such causes. Studies are now being 
made in many places to determine just 
how far smoke, dust, and gases in the 
air may be health hazards. 


It is also important to remember 


that regardless of the nature or con- 
struction of a home, babies, very old 
people, and those who are ill may re- 
quire extra heat. The best method of 
providing such heat is by the use of 
the small portable electric heater. This 
will provide the heat where it is need- 
ed, and avoid general overheating of 
the atmosphere and of others who live 
in the home.

The Householder's Dilemma: 
Proper Ventilation 


Twelve Months a Year 


(This Is the third and concluding 


article by Dr. Fishbein on the rela- 
tion between housing and health.) 


In the summer there is no question 


that air cooling and dehumidification, 
or removal ot moisture from the at- 
mosphere, contribute a great deal to 
comfort and efficiency. For many per- 
sons the cost of artificial cooling of the 
air is still too high for routine usage. 
Insulation of buildings, awnings on 
the sunny side, and the circulation of 
cool night air by the use of open win- 
dows will frequently substitute for 
artificial cooling, except when there 
are long hot spells. 


Dr. C. C. Yaglou of the School of 


public Health of Harvard University 
recommends exhaust fans for the attic 
as a means ol cooling homes in the hot 
season. Such a fan may be started 
aAer sunset; air may be drawn, through 


- the first story widows in the early eve- 


ning, and through the second story 
during the rest of the night. Thus one 


will begin with a cool house in the 
morning and insulation will keep the 
inside temperature below that of the 
outside air, if windows and blinds are 
kept shut. 


A comfortable house temperature in 


summer varies from 70 degrees F. to 
85 degrees F., according to the tem- 
perature outside. In summer, we be- 
come adapted to warm weather, we 
wear thinner and fewer clothes, and 
we do not require an exceedingly cool- 
ed atmosphere for comfort. 


In cold weather the average home 


has a great deal too much leakage of 
air from the outside to require artificial 
ventilation. Indeed, the effort in cold 
weather is to prevent such leakage. 


Leakage can be reasonably prevent- 


ed by the use of weather stripping, 
storm sash, and storm doors. Under 
such circumstances, leakage will be re- 
duced about one-half. This will still 
provide enough ventilation in a home 
of ordinary size-

The year marked the botlom 
of the depression, but at' its end, 
O'Daniel was able to chalk up 488 new 
business enterprises, including 39 man- 
ufacturing plants for his town. 
He 


helped get a ?4,250,000 Public Health 
hospftal for the town by obtaining a 
gift of 1402 acres of land for a site. He 
helped put over the 53.000,000 bond is- 
sue on which the present educational 
system of the town is based. He named 
the first local NRA committee. In 
short, he did more for his city as head 
of the Chamber of Commerce than 
many a mayor is able to accomplish f6r 
his community in several terms. 


O'Daniel prospered 
personally 
as 


well. He bought and built up a 300- 
acre ranch 20 miles out from Fort 
Worth. In 1935 he cut loose from his 
flour connections and organized his 
own distributing firm. His flour sacks 
bore one of his poems descriptive of 
his product: 


."It tickles your feet, it tickles 


your tongue, 


"Wherever you go its praises are 


sung . . . "
